This  brochure  will  help  you  understand  the 
requirements  for  obtaining  titles  and 
registrations  for  “grey  market”  vehicles  — 
vehicles  not  originally  manufactured  in 
compliance  with  U.S.  emission  and  safety 
standards.  These  vehicles  must  be  modified 
to  meet  those  standards,  and  additional 
documentation  from  the  federal  government 
may  be  required.

Grey  Market  Vehicles 

Grey  market  vehicles  are  those  vehicles  not  origi¬ 
nally  manufactured  in  compliance  with  U.S.  emis¬ 
sion  and  safety  standards.  Federal  law  prohibits  a 
grey  market  vehicle  from  being  operated  on  pub¬ 
lic  highways  or  sold  until  the  vehicle  is  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  federal  regulations.  Once  in  compli¬ 
ance,  the  vehicle  is  no  longer  considered  a  grey 
market  vehicle. 

Obtaining  a  Title 

An  Illinois  resident  who  is  the  initial  buyer  of  a  grey 
market  vehicle  must  provide  the  required  federal 
documents  before  obtaining  an  Illinois  Certificate 
of  Title.  This  requirement  applies  to  licensed  ve¬ 
hicle  dealers  as  well  as  individual  buyers.  Subse¬ 
quent  buyers  are  not  required  to  provide  the  same 
federal  documents.  The  assigned  Certificate  of 
Title  is  acceptable  without  further  proof  of  compli¬ 
ance. 

Required  Forms 

The  following  must  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  obtain  a  title  for  a  grey  market  vehicle: 

1 .  Application  for  Vehicle  Transaction(s)  (form  VSD- 
1 90)  if  the  vehicle  will  not  be  operated,  and  the 
required  title/registration  fees. 

2.  Motor  Vehicle  Tax  Forms  and  required  fees. 

3.  Ownership  Documents  —  Foreign  documents  of 
ownership  must  be  the  originals,  not  copies, 
and  must  be  in  English  or  accompanied  by  an 
English  translation. 

A  bill  of  sale  is  required  if  the  seller  is  not  a  U.S. 
citizen  and  the  sale  occurred  in  a  foreign  coun¬ 
try.  The  bill  of  sale  should  indicate  the  year, 
model,  make,  vehicle  identification  number  and 
purchase  price.  It  must  be  in  English  or  accom¬ 
panied  by  an  English  translation. 

If  the  ownership  documents  indicate  a  specific 
model  year  for  the  grey  market  vehicle,  that 
year  will  be  used  on  the  title.  Otherwise,  the 
model  year  used  on  the  title  for  any  grey  mar¬ 
ket  vehicle  manufactured  between  Sept.  1  and 
Dec.  31  will  be  based  on  the  following  year. 


4.  Federal  Documents 

U.S.  Customs  form  7501,  "Entry  Summary"  — 

Provided  to  the  importer  at  the  port  of  entry 
when  the  vehicle  is  brought  into  the  U.S.  The 
form  must  be  signed  by  the  importer  and 
provided  to  the  applicant.  For  import

U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  form 
HS-7,  "Importation  of  Motor  Vehicle  and  Motor 
Vehicle  Safety  Standards"  —  Required  for  ve¬ 
hicles  not  originally  manufactured  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  federal  emission  and  safety  stan¬ 
dards  and  that  are  acknowledged  by  the 
National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administra¬ 
tion  that  the  vehicle  now  conforms  to  safety 
standards.

U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  form 
3520- 1 ,  "Importation  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  Mo¬ 
tor  Vehicle  Engines  Subject  to  Federal  Air  Pollu¬ 
tion  Control  Regulations  —  An  acknowledgment 
from  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  that 
the  vehicle  now  conforms  to  emission  standards.

U.S.  DOT  and  EPA  forms  are  not  required  if: 

The  importer  or  importer's  agent  submits  docu¬ 
mentation  from  these  agencies  that  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  in  compliance  with  or  is  exempt  from 
U.S.  emission  and  safety  standards  (both  docu¬ 
ments  must  indicate  compliance  or  exemption 
to  receive  a  title),  or  a  manufacturer's  Certifi¬ 
cate  of  Origin  has  been  issued,  showing  the 
vehicle  is  in  compliance  with  EPA  and  DOT 
standards,  or  if  the  vehicle  is  25  years  old  or 
older. 


Motor  Vehicle  Tax 

Any  motor  vehicle  sales  tax  due  must  be  submit¬ 
ted  with  the  proper  tax  form.  Form  RUT-25  must  be 
submitted  if  the  vehicle  is  purchased  from  a  for¬ 
eign  dealer.  Form  RUT-50  must  be  completed  if 
purchased  from  an  individual.  Taxes  must  be 
made  payable  to  Illinois  Department  of  Revenue, 
but  submitted  with  all  other  documents  and  fees 
to  the  Secretary  of  State.

Insurance  Claims 

If  a  vehicle  is  destroyed  or  stolen  before  it  be¬ 
comes  in  compliance  with  U.S.  DOT  and  EPA  emis¬ 
sion  and  safety  standards,  the  Secretary  of  State's 
office  will  consider  the  vehicle  as  salvage  and 
issue  a  Salvage  Certificate  in  the  name  of  the 
insurance  company  that  paid  the  total  loss  claim. 

An  affidavit  verifying  that  a  total  loss  insurance 
claim  has  been  filed  against  the  insurance  com¬ 
pany  must  be  submitted  by  the  owner.  The  affi¬ 
davit  must  identify  the  vehicle  year,  model,  make 
and  identification  number  as  well  as  the  name 
and  address  of  the  insurance  company.  The  own¬ 
ership  documents  and  bill  of  sale,  if  applicable, 
also  must  be  submitted. 

If  a  vehicle  is  recovered  without  structural  dam¬ 
age  caused  by  collision,  fire,  flood,  theft,  rust  or 
corrosion,  the  insurance  company  making  pay¬ 
ment  on  a  total  loss  claim,  or  persons  licensed  as 
a  used  vehicle  dealer,  may  exchange  the  Sal¬ 
vage  Certificate  for  a  Certificate  of  Title  upon 
compliance  with  U.S.  EPA  and  DOT  emission  and 
safety  standards.  An  affidavit  from  the  applicant 
stating  the  vehicle  has  no  structural  damage  and 
the  police  recovery  report  indicating  the  stolen 
vehicle  has  been  recovered  is  required. 

The  insurance  company  or  licensed  used  vehicle 
dealer  must  submit  the  required  federal  forms  to 
the  Secretary  of  State.

Other  registration  fees  vary  according  to  gross 
weight,  special  use  of  vehicle,  design  of  vehicle, 
business  concern,  etc.

All  motor  vehicles  registered  and  operated  in  the 
state  of  Illinois  must  have  liability  insurance  —  insur¬ 
ance  that  covers  property  damage  and/or  inju¬ 
ries  you  may  cause  others  in  an  accident. 
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
